To See Fielding Ability 

The pitcher is the only player with two stat screens. If you wish to see how 
good a pitcher is at running and batting use the Control Pad to toggle over 

to, "SEE FIELDING ABILITY." You can raise a pitcher's pitching ability scores 

just the same as you would raise any other scores. Pressing the B button will 
take you backwards one screen if you make a mistake.
